Christian Ideais the Best.

but according to their endeuvor, ac- 
cording to their ideuls and their sacri- 
fices made to attain tose ideals. True 
Christians have been begotten of the 
Holy Spirit and adopted intu the fam- 
ily of God. Ideal homes, ideal chil- 
dren, tdeal relationships are pre-em1- 
nently their privilege and duty. 

Having been taught in the School of 
Christ, true Christians understand that

Many are Christians in name only, 
having never eutered into u covenant 
with the Lord, und therefore have aci- 
ther part nor lot In the things of God.

Business and Social ideals. 

The remainder of the discourse was 
devoted to the discussiun of the Chris- 
tlan's ideal in business and serial re 
lationships: The Bible is addressed to 
Christians only. A Christian business
